Discovery 
When Charles Kahler, Baltimore de­ 
tective, was sent to Frederick to work 
on the supposed “suicide” of Mrs. 
Kepner there was considerable doubt 
in his mind, according to an admis­ 
sion he made Sunday. 
In Frederick, however,

went 
straig h t to the scene of the death. On 
the pillow upon which the shattered 
head of the woman had laid was a 
clot of blood. 
By the side of

bed was another blood spot. 
Another factor came 
in.

side of the bed, near the head, was a 
sideboard. 
The top of this was cov­ 
ered with dust, undisturbed by blood­ 
stain or marking. 
It did not take a m aster mind to 
see that the body of the woman had 
fallen to the floor when 
the buller 
struck her and that later she 
had 
been picked up and placed 
on

bed, for if the blood had run 
from 
her head while on the bed to the spot 
on the floor it must have trickled over 
the projecting edge of that sideboard. 
T hat started the investigation which 
has led to one of the moat sensational 
murder cases in the annals of Mary­ 
land’s criminal courts.

Cook one pint of peas, rub through < 
a sieve and add one-half cupful of 
canned tomato soup, one pint of hot 
milk, one teaspoonful of sugar, a few 
grains of pepper. 
Thicken with two 
tgblesponfuls of butter and one of 
flour cooked together.

Gooseberry Pie. 
Line a pie plate with pastry and pot 
Into It ripe gooseberries to cover the 
bottom, .sprinkle with a layer of flour 
and a cupful of sugar, add more ber- , 
ries to fill the shell, another dusting of 
flour, cover with a rich crust and bake 
slowly. 
Bind the #dge of the pastry 
with a strip of wet cloth to hold In 
the Juices; this may be easily removed * 
as soon as the pie Is baked. 
Hake 40 
minutes in a moderate oven. 


Gooseberry Tapioca. 
Soak two-thirds of a cupful of tap­ 
ioca over night in slightly salted wa­ 
ter.

Chill and serve with cream ami sugar.

Take one cupful of dates, three ta­ 
blespoonfuls of seeded raisins, three 
tablespoonfuls of walnut meats, one- 
half cupful of boiled dressing, one

celery 
and 
one- ] 
third of a cupful of grated American 
chee**-. 
Mix tl»e cheese, nut meats and 
raisins. 
Stuff the dates with this 
mixture and allow them to stand sev­ 
eral hours. 
Slice the dates, add the 
celery and the salad dressing and 
serve In nests of lettuce. 
A little , 
sweet or sour cream will Improve the 
dressing.
